How  to  Avoid  Disappearing 


IN  ONE  OF  HIS  MORE 

PROVOCATIVE  ESSAYS,  entitled 
“How  to  Avoid  Disappearing,”  the 
late  theologian  and  editor  Arthur  A. 
Cohen  (a  product  of  PAS),  laid  out  the 
case  for  studying  Hebrew.  Citing  the 
work  of  Kaufman  and  Buber,  Cohen 

explains  that  the  key 
to  a  robust,  vital, 
and  enduring  Jewish 
culture  is  neither 
religious  observance 
nor  nationalism,  but 
the  Hebrew  language. 
We  remember  and 
are  grateful  to  those 
generations  of  Jews 
who  conducted  their  cultural  life  in 
Hebrew.  We  forget  those  who  did  not. 

In  Cohen’s  words:  “It  is  not  enough  that 
Jews  master  the  techniques  of  adapting 
successfully  to  the  free  form  of  American 
life.  Such  skills  will  render  the  body  of 
the  Jew  safe  and  secure,  while  the  spirit 
withers  and  dies.  The  Jews  of  Diaspora 
must  maintain  not  less  successfully  the 
energies  of  classic  Israel  -  and  those 
energies  are  conducted  through  the 


Hebrew  language.”  ( Present  Tense  5:3, 
Spring  1978) 

Beginning  this  month,  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  will  renew  its  commitment 
to  the  study  of  Hebrew.  For  many  years, 
our  Monday  and  Tuesday  night  Hebrew 
program  has  enjoyed  a  loyal  but  modest 
following.  This  year,  in  coordination 
with  other  East  Side  synagogues,  and 
in  partnership  with  Con  text,  the  adult 
learning  program  of  JTS,  we  will  venture 
into  exciting  new  territory.  Much  in  the 
same  way  that  some  years  ago  we  turned 
to  the  Florence  Melton  School  of  Adult 
Jewish  Learning  to  provide  a  structure  for 
our  adult  learning,  we  are  now  turning  to 
the  JTS  Hebrew  department  to  invigorate 
our  study  of  Hebrew.  The  combination 
of  their  Hebrew  instructors,  written  and 
audio  materials,  and  years  of  experience 
will  mark  this  as  a  program  of  excellence. 

Three  levels  of  Hebrew  classes  will  be 
offered,  each  meeting  at  a  different  East 
Side  synagogue.  (See  p.8  for  details.) 

This  exciting  initiative  brings  Jews  of 
different  denominations  together  for 
common  cause  and  is  yet  another  sign 
of  a  renewed  collaborative  spirit  in  our 


neighborhood.  No  matter  what  your 
synagogue,  denomination  or  political 
leaning,  we  can  all  agree  that  learning 
Hebrew  is  worthy  of  our  collective 
investment.  I  am  also  excited  to  see 
JTS  take  a  new  step  into  the  New  York 
City  community,  and  I  look  forward  to 
building  an  ever-stronger  connection 
between  JTS  and  PAS  in  the  years  ahead.

As  I  remarked  on  Rosh  Hashanah,  the 
great  poet  Bialik  once  said  that  “reading 
the  Bible  in  translation  is  like  kissing 
your  new  bride  through  a  veil.”  Hebrew 
literacy  is  the  gateway  to  Jewish  life, 
to  our  heritage,  to  world  Jewry  and  to 
our  present  commitments  to  Israel.  It 
means  you  can  open  up  a  prayer  book,  a 
Bible  or  an  Israeli  website  and  you  are  a 
stakeholder  in  that  conversation.  It  will 
ensure  that  we  do  not  disappear.  I  can 
think  of  no  better  personal  educational 
resolution  for  you  to  make  this  year  than 
committing  one  night  a  week  to  the  study 
of  Hebrew.

Make  Prayer  Your  Practice 


INSPIRED  BY  RABBI  COS¬ 
GROVE'S  ROSH  HASHANAH 
SERMON  ABOUT  RETURN,  we 

are  all  looking  for  ways  to  give  higher 
expression  to  our  Judaism.  One  way  is 
to  practice  your  prayer  skills,  as  tefilah , 
prayer,  is  considered  one  of  the  three  pil¬ 
lars  of  living  a  Jewish 
life. 

Prayer,  also  known 
as  avodah  shebalev, 
work  of  the  heart, 
begins  with  intention, 
or  kavanah.  Kavanah 
is  the  mindset  of 
dedicating  yourself 
to  prayer,  focusing 
on  looking  inward.  Prayer  arises  from 
intention,  even  if  we  don’t  know  the 
words.  When  you  come  to  the  synagogue, 
set  aside  the  concerns  of  your  external 
life  for  a  short  while,  and  concentrate  on 
your  inner  voice. 

Make  yourself  comfortable  at  the 
synagogue.  Come  as  you  are.  When  you 
bring  your  child  for  a  Congregational 
School  Shabbat  Experience,  come  to 
the  sanctuary  to  pray  yourself.  Dress 
comfortably  -  there’s  no  need  for  men 
to  wear  a  tie  on  Friday  evening,  and 
certainly  not  for  daily  minyan.  Bring 
your  own  prayer  book,  personal  prayers, 
transliterations,  poems  or  anything  else 
that  could  help  you  focus,  understand, 
follow  or  participate.  Bring  someone  with 
you.  Children  are  especially  welcome, 
as  we  want  them  to  experience  the 
joy  of  praying  with  their  parents  (or 
grandparents)  at  the  synagogue.  We  want 
them  to  feel  that  the  synagogue  is  a  place 


to  visit  often,  a  place  that  is  holy  but  also 
fun. 

When  you  enter  the  synagogue, 
don’t  be  shy.  Even  if  the  service  is  well 
underway,  please  come  all  the  way  in 
and  find  a  seat  in  the  front.  You’ll  feel 
much  more  involved  if  you’re  closer  to 
the  bimah.  (And  the  acoustics  are  better, 
too!) 

Don’t  assume  that  everyone  knows 
each  other.  Introduce  yourself  to  someone 
sitting  nearby.  He  or  she  may  be  a 
visitor,  a  new  member  of  the  community, 
someone  who  comes  less  often  than 
you  do,  and  certainly  someone  who 
will  appreciate  a  warm  handshake  and  a 
smile. 

Sing  along.  You  don’t  need  to  know 
more  than  you  do  or  be  more  familiar 
with  the  service.  If  you  don’t  know  the 
words,  sing  “la,  la,  la”  or  hum.  If  the 
melody  is  new  to  you,  follow  along.  We 
are  a  singing  community,  and  you  don’t 
have  to  be  perfect  to  pray  perfectly! 

The  CDs  which  you  received  on  the 
High  Holy  Days  might  be  helpful  for 
learning  the  words  and  melodies  of  key 
prayers.  (If  you  need  another  copy  of  one 
of  the  CDs,  please  contact  the  synagogue 
office). 

At  any  time,  if  you  have  questions 
about  navigating  the  sanctuary  or 
learning  to  pray  with  the  congregation, 
please  ask.  Cantor  Lissek  and  I,  the 
rabbis,  our  ushers  and  our  synagogue 
educational  team  are  all  here  to  help  you 
express  your  prayerful  intentions.
